Planned promotion is one of the 
methods a bookseller may use to stimulate 
his sales. By concentrating his efforts into 
@the merchandising of a particular type of 
book, meanwhile making sure that he does 
not neglect the display of other general 
titles, he may create a plus business of siz- 
@able proportions. Perhaps the bookseller will 
hnd it wise now to lay out a general pro- 
stam for the first six months of the year, so

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Bookselling in the New Year 


Each Month Offers Opportunities for Special Promotions and 
Individualized Displays 


Following the clearance sale, which may 
last only two weeks or may last the full 
month, there is opportunity, in many locali- 
ties, for the special display and promotion of 
books on winter sports, skiing, figureskating, 
etc. There is a market, too, for travel books, 
books on resorts for those who are fortunate 
enough to be able to take winter cruises, and 
books on faraway lands for the great army of 
armchair travelers. The winter months, par- 
ticularly in the Northern states, are the 
months in which the most serious reading is 
done. Displays and promotion may be cen- 
tered about books for winter evenings, com- 
bining~ the classics with the more serious 
modern titles. 

February, during which any of the above 
January promotions may still be used, also 
brings Valentine’s Day—and there are some 
people who can be persuaded to give books 
as valentines, particularly if the shop has 
printed up an inexpensive valentine band 
which may be slipped around the jacket of 
any book. And while displays centered 
around Lincoln and Washington have not 
always proved profitable, the interest in these 
two men is at its height during this month, 
offering an opportunity for the promotion of 
their biographies. 

Even though March may come in roaring, 
it is the month in which everyone begins to 
look forward to spring and to Easter. Gar- 
den books, which may even be displayed 
earlier, may well be given special emphasis 
before the warm weather has even begun to 
show itself. Amateur gardeners will be at 
their planning while the snow is still on the 
ground, and will welcome a colorful display 
of garden books. Added promotion such as 
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letters to garden clubs, horticultural societies 
and women’s clubs, cannot fail to bring in 
customers. 

Easter falls on April 16 this year, so that 
by the end of March the bookseller may be- 
gin to look forward to it by stressing his 
stock of religious books, bringing his cam- 
paign to a climax during the week before 
Easter. The interest already shown in such 
a book as “Re-Thinking Missions” (Harper), 
which has had a spectacular sale this winter, 
serves as a good indication of the trend in 
public interest toward the religious book. 

During April the bookseller may continue 
his displays of garden books and may begin 
to prepare for his late spring campaign on 
travel books, which will, perhaps, reach its 
climax in May and June, just before the an- 
nual exodus to Europe. Guide-books and 
travel handbooks find their greatest sale in 
these late spring months and may be pro- 
moted through display tie-ups with travel 
agencies, and by direct mail solicitation of 
those customers who are known to have the 
wanderlust. 

June offers an opportunity for displaying 
books on sports and the out-of-doors. Books 
on camping, on camp cookery, on golf, ten- 
nis, swimming and sailing are especially apt 
for promotion just before vacation time. In- 
expensive series of books may well be dis- 
played as nuclei for summer cottage libraries. 

Besides these seasonal interests the alert 
bookseller is constantly watching the chang- 
ing trend in public interest. He has probably 
already noted the increased interest in books 
on economic problems, on the way out of the 
depression, on the paradox of the machine 
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age. Technocracy promises to be the mog 
discussed subject for the year, with seven ¢ 
eight books on the subject already schedule 
for publication. Religious and inspiration, 
books, as we have already noted, have bee) 
steadily increasing in demand during th 
past two years or so. There is a steady 
market for modern first editions, which jj 
properly handled may be made to produc 
advance orders in large numbers. Heming. 
way, Millay, Faulkner and dozens of other 
are avidly sought for. The bookseller who 
is looking for maximum sales will note the« 
and many other signs of specialized public 
interest. 

Direct by mail selling is receiving mor 
and more attention as a means of makiy 
plus sales. Mailing lists, classified by cus 
tomer interest, allow for direct contact with 
those people who are definitely interested in 
certain subjects and who usually welcom 
lists of new books relating to their interests 
There is also the possibility of contact by 
profession—sending out announcements to 
doctors, lawyers, bankers, etc., of books in 
which they might have special interest. 

The alert bookseller plans to train his staf 
in taking special orders and in making ful 
use of such bookselling tools as the “U. $. 
Index” and the “Trade List Arinual.” He 
intends to pay special attention to his wir- 
dow displays and the interior arrangement of 
his store. He plans to give serious thought 
to the problem of budgeting his buying and 
controlling his stock. He will be on a con- 
stant watch for opportunities to apply his 
intelligence and to make use of new and 
aggressive methods of retailing.

An Intimate Bookshop 
Which Has Become a Sort 


an Old New England Town 


TuroucH West Main Street in Waterbury, 
Connecticut, runs a little stretch of park, the 


characteristic village green of so many of the 


old towns thereabouts. On this pleasant strip 
stands a group of modern shops in one of 
which is located Mercy Boyd’s bookshop. 
Everything about this shop is neat and 
trim and businesslike, but at the same time 
the atmosphere of the shop is always friendly. 
Miss Boyd and her two assistants were born 
and brought up in Waterbury, and they 


® know all the customers who come into the 


shop and know just the books they always 
have liked and always will like. A shop like 


B this is a great asset to a town, for it is a 


sort of community center. Miss Boyd says 
many things in casual chat which show she 
teels the needs of the city which her shop 
can fill. She was wishing the other day that 
she could find a way to keep the shop open 
at night, not as a source of profit, but be- 
cause in a small industrial city it would be a 
nice place for young people with little money 
and few places to go to drop into at night, 
get 2 circulating library book and chat a bit. 

Mercy Boyd went to the fashionable West-

over School near Waterbury, came out with a 
proper bouquet, and then wondered what to 
do next that would be more amusing than 
playing bridge and going to tea parties. So 
she decided to open a bookshop, and, having 
made that decision, set aside one room in her 
own house and, with no experience at all, on 
the 5th of November, 1925, just began. 
Nearby was St. Margaret’s School, and the 
girls and the teachers were among her first 
customers, and there were numerous family 
friends who approved of the venture. There 
was a separate entrance for the shop. 
Friends came to shop and stayed to tea. And 
it was all very pleasant. But there were 
many people who wanted to buy books who 
felt a litthe awkward at the idea of going in 
to a strange house and confessing the need 
of a new cook book or a guide to better 
bridge. Then St. Margaret’s School moved 
away from the neighborhood. So in the 
spring of 1929, it was decided to move into 
the block of new and modern shops on West 
Main Street. A toy shop had already been 
opened in the shop next door, drawing chil- 
dren to the neighborhood. The new location, 
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of course, immediately drew a new group 
of customers, increasing the cash business. 

Miss Boyd’s first assistant in her shop was 
an experienced bookkeeper, who insisted that 
the shop keep a complete set of books. It 
might seem a lot of bother at first, the book- 
keeper argued, but it would be worth it. 
So this very personal shop began in a busi- 
nesslike way, which it has always continued. 
It-has long had a stock control system which 
has recently been revised from an alphabeti- 
cal system to a system classified by publisher. 
The A. B. A. stock control cards are now 
used. Miss Boyd has always been a careful 
buyer, and her stock is always very fresh and 
up-to-date. 

Because of its shipshape appearance, one is 
deceived into thinking that the shop is wider 
than it actually is. It is, as a matter of fact, 
only eleven feet wide. There are small win- 
dows at each side of the front door. The 
shelves are very narrow so that the illusion 
of spaciousness may be increased. Under the 
shelves, on one side, are cupboards where 
extra stock and books received in advance of 
publication date are kept. The walls are a

though narrow, careful construction gives it the illusion of spaciousness

soft buff color and there are curtains of tly 
same color at the front windows, whic 
soften the lines of the shop but do not cut of 
the light. The woodwork is brown. At th 
back is a small office and workroom. 

Miss Boyd’s two young assistants alway; 
receive customers as graciously as Miss Boy 
does herself. Louise Cooke, after her gradua. 
tion at Mount Holyoke, went to busines 
school; Marion Jones also had training in, 
business college. 

It’s the sort of shop where just the right 
book is found for each customer. A chav. 
feur may come in of a Monday with a list of 
the new novels reviewed in the Sunday paper 
and a request for one or two others to k 
added, but the stock of inexpensive juvenile 
is always carefully watched, too. So tha 
there may be new suggestions for slim purses 
Miss Boyd has a successful circulating library 
though she begins to feel competition from 
the very new ones about town.

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Bookbuying in «Littletown’” 


Ten Million People Live in Towns Containing Fewer Than 5,000 


Inhabitants. How Shall We Sell Them Books?

THERE ARE 4,418 towns in the United States 
containing fewer than 5,000 inhabitants each. 
Together they account for some 10,000,000 
of the population. Not one out of 100 of 
them has a bookstore. This means that 
10,000,000 people are never exposed in their 
own town to the challenge of windows, the 
lure of the actual books themselves, or to 
the wiles of booksellers, intent on turnover 
and profit. 

Shall we write these 10,000,000 off as a 
lost market? Largely I think we have in 
spite of the mail order activities of the stores 
in larger places, but personal experience in 
one of these towns has convinced me that in 
so doing we are passing up a good bet. 

About a year ago, fed up with books and 


§ publishing and booksellers and bookstores, I 


decided to take six months off. I went to a 
small town in the Middle West. The popu- 
lation was around 2,500. It wasn’t even 
“Middletown.” It was “Littletown.” It was 
typical of the thousands of Littletowns scat- 
tered throughout the country. It had a small 
public library but no bookstore. 

No sooner had I arrived than I found my- 
self unconsciously taking a busman’s holiday 
—inquiring into the reading habits of the 
natives, listening in on the rare (oh, very 
tare) discussion of books, trying to analyze 
the still rarer purchase of books. I came to 
a number of conclusions. 

' First—the people in Littletown do not buy 
books. But I must modify that. They do 
buy books in sets from canvassers. Dr. 
Eliot's “Five Foot Shelf” is legion—and in 
excellent condition, practically new except for 
a bit of dust. Perhaps it would be more 


accurate to say that they do not have the 
book buying habit. It is true that at very 
rare intervals they do buy a book or two, and 
these occasional purchases give a key to the 
development of what might turn out to be 
a rich market. 


I say “might” because at present it is a 
very poor one. The fault, I believe, lies with 
us, the publishers and booksellers. We've 
never taken the trouble to present the par- 
ticular kind of books they like in a way that 
would hold their interest and clinch sales. 
We have tried to sell the people of Littletown 
thé same books they’re reading in New York 
and Chicago and San Francisco, and we’ve 
used the same technique, and it just doesn’t 
work. Despite improved transportation, 
radio, automobiles and all the other agents of 
standardization, there still exists a gulf be- 
tween the cities and the little towns— 
especially when it comes to things of the 
mind. 

So let’s rule out the high pressure adver- 
tising and promotion campaigns that put 
books on the best seller lists in the cities and 
strike off on a new tangent. First of all let’s 
find out the kind of books the people of 
Littletown are likely to buy. Consider its 
three major industries—the home, children 
and bridge. 

If I were making up a pack of books to 
sell to Littletown here are some of the titles 
that I’d include under the home: standard 
cook books like “The Boston Cooking School 
Cook Book,” a few smaller fancy ones in 
which women can find culinary stunts with 
which to dazzle fellow housewives; books on 
entertaining and parties; books on interior 
decoration for small houses; books on gar- 
dening (but take care that they are not too 
elementary. After all these people have been 
raising flowers and “garden truck” for years 
and they don’t have to be told how deep to 
plant sweet corn. On the other hand don’t 
select books that tell how to lay out a Long 
Island estate. Something in between); a 
few titles like Ruth E. Finley’s “Old Patch- 
work Quilts and the Women Who Made 
Them.” 


The second major industry is children. 
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And here’s a big market, for the people of 
Littletown will spend on their children as 
they wouldn’t think of spending on them- 
selves. The subscription book houses have 
capitalized tremendously on this. A book 
agent had visited Littletown shortly before 
my arrival and had sold ten sets of some sort 
of wonder book for the kiddies at $15 a set. 
Mothers with babes in arms who wouldn’t 
be able to read for five or six years, took the 
rent money and saved on the grocery bill to 
buy them. “It'll be so nice for John (or 
Mary) when he gets old enough.” 

But here again you can’t sell books as you 
sell them in New York or Chicago or San 
Francisco. You can’t sell a child’s book on 
mere beauty of illustration or writing, or on 
a recommendation from Anne Carroll Moore 
or May Lamberton Becker. Money is pre- 
cious, and parents aren’t inclined to spend it 
for beauty or literary value. 

But they will spend it for something they 
think is going to improve their child’s mind, 
give him a wider view of the world, increase 
his store of knowledge, give him a concrete 
piece of information. If I were selling books 
to a Littletown mother I’d say, showing an 
assortment of eight or ten titles, “These 
books will tell your child how people live 
in foreign lands,” or, showing another assort- 
ment, “These will tell him of the famous 
heroes of history, the explorers and adven- 
turers,” or “These are the great classics of 
childhood that every child should read and 
own.” 

Sell them in sets, even if there is no uni- 
formity in format or publisher or price. I 
have an idea that this very diversity would 
attract the children themselves, induce them 
to read the books, and thus form reading 
habits that will make the book business 
brighter in the future. 

Very important in this category are books 
on child training, for in small country towns 
women take their jobs as mothers seriously. 
They don’t have progressive schools and sum- 
mer camps to which they can shift their 
responsibilities. They’re interested in books 
like “Know Your Child” by Monash, and 
“Everyday Problems of the Everyday Child” 
by Thom. And don’t forget graduation 
books and baby books. 

The third major industry is bridge. Right 
here is where you have to select the very 
latest, still-sizzling-from-the-press titles. Lit- 
tletown may be behind when it comes to the 
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higher things of life, but its bridge is th “i 
most up-to-date in the country. And here j 
the one place where the recommendation, . 
“This is the latest system they’re playing iy _ 
New York (or Chicago or San Francisco)” ae 
will work. A Littletown bridge player love 
nothing better than to be able to say to he , 
opponent at the weekly meeting of the Club, ib 
“But, my dear, those rules are from the oj , 
book. I’ve just bought the very latest, the let’ 
ones they’re using in New York (or Chicagy a" 
or San Francisco).” The Culbertson-Len; h:

away from this habit. Occasionally they io 
will buy a novel as a gift. “‘A Lantern in as 
her Hand’ was such a lovely story, I think ae 
Pll get it for Nettie and Uncle John for - 
Christmas.” Furthermore the kind of novels as 
they are inclined to read are usually run as pers 
magazine serials. It is the technique of the seld 
rental library, not the outright sale that can ee 
meet the fiction appetite. aii 

When it comes to non-fiction the market ies 
is better. Here are some titles I think would R 
be popular: volumes of popularized science pro 
such as the Albert Edward Wiggam books; Shs 
a few good adventure titles like “On the whi 
Bottom” by Ellsberg, “Count Luckner” by file 
Thomas; the Halliburton travel tales; “The pine 
Human Body” by Clendening; biography conn 
or autobiography of such people as Mar) The 
Roberts Rinehart, Edison, Henry Ford; “A mu: 
Fortune to Share” and “Let’s Start Over met 
Again” by Vash Young. stall] 

So here we have selected the kind of books hel 
that Littletown will buy. But where? | larg 
has no bookstore. The people don't sub- aoe 








scribe for the New York Times book section 
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or the Saturday Review. ‘They don’t know 
Lewis Gannett or Harry Hansen or William 
Soskin or Fanny Butcher or Joseph Henry 
Jackson. They have no visiting lecturers. 
The kind of magazines they buy don’t carry 
book advertising. 

So how, you’re asking me, are you going 
to get em to buy books? Seeing as how 
they've never bought many books, any plan 
for selling to them is mere speculation, so 
let’s speculate a little. 

Even though these 4,418 little towns 
haven’t any bookstores, nearly every one of 
them has a public library. My particular 
Littletown has one. Its appropriation 1s 
$1,000 a year. Of that amount $500 is spent 
for books. The library together with the 
local literary club is the focal point of any 
book interest that exists in the town. So why 
could we not, I’m asking, put the library 
into the bookselling business? Now, now, 
don’t shriek and throw down The Publishers’ 
Weekly before you’ve heard me through to 
the end. 

Here’s the idea in a nutshell. In all towns 
where there is no bookstore \et the local 
library take orders for books. Now please 
note that I said “take orders for books.” I 
know my Littletown too well to suppose that 
it would be practical to install a supply of 
new books in the library and attempt to sell 
them. It would be too risky a transaction 
for all concerned. ‘The individual libraries 
wouldn’t want to take on the risk of buy- 
ing the books outright, and the jobbers 
wouldn’t be interested in sending them a 
stock on consignment. Furthermore the 
person in charge of a small town library is 
seldom a trained librarian. She hasn’t the 
knowledge or the push that would make her 
a successful bookseller in the usual sense of 
the word. 

But let each Littletown library carry a 
prominent notice on its bulletin board: “The 
librarian will be glad to order any book 
which you would like to buy. She has on 
hile publishers’ latest catalogs if you wish to 
consult them. Any margin over cost which 
comes from sales goes into the library fund. 
lhe books must be paid for in advance and 
must be called for at the library (a safe 
method of handling the money must be in- 
stalled by the trustees). Buy books here and 
help increase this fund so that we may en- 
large our library and be better fitted to serve 
our community ” 
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Here’s a community appeal that will go 
a long way in persuading people to think of 
a book as a gift instead of a set of sherbet 
glasses or Italian drawn work doilies. 

Of course, if the librarian is enterprising 
she can think up a lot of variations on this 
theme. She might have a book fair in the 
library, get the presidents of the Woman's 
Club and the Parent-Teacher Association to 
talk, dress up the room with publishers’ pro- 
motion material, jackets, catalogs, posters, 
pictures of authors—dramatize books. 

She might get the local Community Club 
or the American Legion Auxiliary to let 
her give two book talks a year before the 
monthly meeting. The editor of the local 
paper would be glad to have her contribute 
a half column of copy each week on books. 
If she’s really bright she’ll use comments by 
people in the home town. “George Smith 
says ‘On the Bottom’ is ‘sure a corker’.” Or, 
“Mrs. Samuel Jones in reviewing ‘A White 
Bird Flying’ before the Woman’s Club on 
Thursday said in part—’” Or, “Little Susie 
Brown has worn out two copies of “Millions 
of Cats.’” In Littletown the word of George 
Smith and Mrs. Samuel Jones and little Susie 
Brown will create a hundred times more 
interest in a book than the word of Henry 
Seidel Canby or Isabel Paterson or Heywood 
Broun. 

Then there’s a second way in which I 
think books might be sold to Littletown—by 
the door to door book peddler. As I have 
pointed out before, they do buy books in sets 
from agents. 

Here’s what I would like to see someone 
try. Let’s take a store in Denver (or In- 
dianapolis or St. Paul) for instance. Pick 
out an engaging, enterprising clerk and send 
him or her out with a couple of sample cases 
full of books. Select them in accordance 
with the plan I have already outlined—home- 
making, children, bridge, certain types of 
non-fiction. If you insist on current novels, 
avoid Hemingway and Faulkner like the itch 
and cleave to Temple Bailey and Zane Grey. 
(But look out even here. You'll run up 
against the magazine serialization competi- 
tion.) 

Let the engaging, enterprising young clerk 
go from door to door starting if possible with 
people already known to his store. Let him 
sell books just as the subscription book men 
sell °em—a deposit down and the rest in in- 
stallments. It must work, or the subscription 
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book people couldn’t have kept in business 
all these years. 

Let the store in Denver (or Indianapolis 
or St. Paul) make the traveling bookman’s 
visit a regular feature—once in the fall in 
order to get the Christmas trade and once in 
the spring before graduation time. If pos- 
sible keep tlie same person on the same route. 
If he’s the right sort, there will be good will 
that the store can turn into money. 

The Fuller brush people have done this 
very successfully. In my particular Little- 
town the Fuller brush agent comes around 
twice a year. They don’t regard him as just 
an agent. He’s “that nice Mr. Howard from 
Denver.” They know him, trust his judg- 
ment, expect him at regular intervals and 
save up their brush business until he calls. 
If they’re absolutely stuck and must have a 
new brush immediately, they write him: “I 
want one of those sink brushes like Mrs. 
Pollinger got from you last spring, the one 
with the twist on the end.”

mended and sold to her on the first trip, she’s 
a splendid prospect for more business in the 
future. 

In other words this engaging, enterprising 
young clerk you’re sending out is really a 
sort of missionary, teaching the joy of books 
to people who have never been exposed to 
them before. Who knows but that in time 
the 10,000,000 people who aren't buying 
books these days might develop into one of 
our best markets? It might be worth try- 
ing.

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How American Books Strike an 
English Reader 


OLIVER WARNER

DurING THE Last few years, in which I have 
worked in an English publishing house of 
repute, I have read many, and examined 
thousands of American books. 

These are sent to the firm by American 
publishers, or by various discriminating and 
undiscriminating literary agents, and al- 
though they naturally vary in merit extraor- 
dinarily, there are certain characteristics in 
the generality which make it possible to re- 
view them as a species. 

To begin with, they are vigorous. This 
quality pervades every branch of American 
letters. At the worst, this vigor degenerates 
into crudity; at the best it has real creative 
force. It is often difficult to distinguish be- 
tween what is good of its own kind, and 
what is bad, and American publishers—as is 
no doubt to be expected—give little help. 
There is small sign of that seductive restraint 
about American book announcements which 
is sometimes encountered (though laughed 
at abroad) in English publicity. The result 
is that a publisher’s reader may have a 
tendency to discount mere salesmanship too 
much. That is a danger which he has to 
overcome. There is one American firm, for 
instance, which usually begins thus: “It has 
never been the custom of the Press Inc. 
to use too flamboyant adjectives in praise of 
its books . . .” and then, in a slow but in- 
evitable procession, out trot the lurid words. 
Others are frank, and bombard freely. 

[ have found that no American book is 
quite so bad as the worst English book. 
Trash is done better. On the other hand, 
there are few American writers of whom one 
instinctively feels that their appeal should be 
universal. One or two geniuses stand out 
head and shoulders above the rest. As in- 
stances, there is Sherwood Anderson; Wil- 
liam Faulkner, perverse but brilliant, is an- 
other; and John P. Fort is another. None of 
these writers has as yet had the recognition 





in England from the public, as opposed to 
the critics, which they deserve. 

Again, American books, when‘ they are 
dull, as they often are, are dull in a new way. 
They ate dull not because the authors do 
not know how to write, but because they 
assume a knowledge of aspects of American 
life which is entirely unfamiliar to English 
readers—for whom, of course, they were not 
written. Their dullness is, therefore, local. 

Again, American books are not, as a 
whole, well produced. The general level of 
excellence of manufacture is possibly as good 
as that of England, but the best is behind 
the best in England. I am speaking, of 
course, of the commercially-produced book, 
not of the costly edition, which America at 
her best does well. 

It is seldom that a publisher’s reader can 
confidently recommend an American work 
of fiction for English publication, not so 
much by reason of literary merit as because 
there is a mild but obstinate prejudice among 
English literary readers against an American 
background. Why there should be I do not 
know, but the fact is evident. 

American writers as a whole seem to have 
been for some years in a process of budding. 
The blossom is not yet generally apparent. 
When it appears, it should be brilliant, and 
from a purely artistic point of view the difh- 
cult time which America as a country is at 
present undergoing may be a good thing. 
There is something in Shelley’s phrase: 
“They learn in suffering what they teach in 
song.” 

America’s reception of English literary 
wares has been so warm that I, for one, am 
looking for the time when it will be recipro- 
cated. The huge success of “Babbitt” will 
be recalled; but “Babbitt” was a portent, and 
such are few and far between. Even at this 
moment, another may be crossing the Pond. 
Let us hope it is. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profession, 

from the which, as men of course do seek to re- 
ceive countenance and profit, so ought they of duty 
to endeavor themselves, by way of amends, to be a 
help and ornament thereunto. —Bacon.

THE BOOKTRADE, like many another indus. 


try, turns into the new year with tightened 
belts. Business has been a hard, losing fight, 
Nineteen thirty-two has been the worst year 
that American business has ever recorded, 
When the year began we thought that we 
had been suffering from a depression, but 
we now class 1930 and 1931 as comparatively 
bounteous years. . 

The sale of books has fallen off in abou 
the same general proportion as the income of 
the country, and those bookstores have suf. 
fered most which have been located in dis. 
tricts where the general income was lowest, 
In every case sharp cutting of expenses and 
unflagging zeal has been necessary to pull 
business through. The trade must be con. 
gratulated on the showing it has made in 
bitterly hard times, with almost certain losses 
instead of with the incentive of gain. Pub- 
lishers who, by the nature of their industry, 
must be prophets of the future were of ne- 
cessity poorly prepared for a year that took 
trade sales, library sales, school sales down to 
old time lows. Cuts in expenses had to be 
drastic but cuts could not balance losses. 

If the general market gives any sugges. 
tions of value to a graph-suspicious world, it 
is that the squeezing has been completed 
and that those who stood the strain and still 
have blood in their veins now have the fig: 
ures on which they can operate while trade 
in general lifts itself to its feet. Publishers 
have rock-bottom figures of costs to use iM 
making plans for the year, booksellers now 
know where their expenses must be kept it 
they are to balance their accounts. 

The Publishers’ Weekly welcomes the patt 
for which it is cast, that of serving as a silt 
ing place for the facts and the plans on 
which we must build up a new and mor 
efficient booktrade. More Intelligent and 
Aggressive Bookselling and Publishing is the 
slogan Cedric Crowell has given us. The 
Publishers’ Weekly accepts that as a platform 
on which to build its editorial program 10 
the coming year. 

With a prompt recording of trade facts 4 
they develop, with adequate gathering o 
the news that is to affect sales, with open 
discussion of all significant problems that 
are involved in building up a new efficiency 
in book distribution, we hope to aid in the 
upturn of 1933. 
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New Titles Decline 12 Per Cent 


THE TOTAL NUMBER of new titles and new 
editions produced in the United States in 
1932 was 9035, Which is 12/2% fewer than 
the year before. The total was 6863 ten 
years ago. As this has been a year of excep- 
tional difficulty and evolution in the trade, 
it is significant to note in which classifica- 
tions important changes in output have oc- 
curred. 

By far the largest shift in total has been in 
the field of Children’s Books, a drop of 30% 
from 1018 to 718. Still, however, the total is 
far ahead of the totals of a few years ago, 
514 in 1922, for example. Fiction increased 
by a small percentage, practically double the 
total of ten years ago. Biography decreased 
by a small percentage, as did History, Geog- 
raphy and Travel much more rapidly. Soci- 
ology and Economics took an upturn in a 
year when every other type of book decreased 
in number. Books on Education held their 
own. Science decreased at about the same 
rate as the average, but Technical Books de- 
creased more rapidly. Changes in other 
classifications were in about the same propor- 
tion as the change of total. 

The number of books produced and sold 
has, of course, taken a much sharper dip, es- 
timated by some at about 33% from last 
year, and it is on the figures of total produc- 
tion and sales, not on the number of new 
titles, that the industry’s prosperity depends. 
It is, however, significant to study these 
trends of new titles, as they indicate where 
the public taste in reading is turning, and in 
what fields new material of significance and 
publishing worth are being written. 


How to Get On New Cost Levels 


THE PRESENT EMPHASIS in retailing is the 
establishment of New Standards of Merchan- 
dising, Advertising and Service as is indi- 
cated by the selection of that subject for the 
big convention of the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association which will be held in 
New York City during the week of Janu- 
ary 16th at the Hotel Pennsylvania. A spe- 
cial phase of this discussion is, of necessity, 
the reduction of the cost of distribution. The 
rapid fall in the prices of merchandise and 
also the great amount of sacrifice pricing in 
order to make merchandise move have de- 
creased the total gross business in every de- 
partment store at such a rate that it has been 
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impossible to keep distribution costs to a 
safe percentage. The problem of the de- 
partment store as well as of the small shop is 
how to reduce costs to a proper relation to 
the total sales of the present business activity, 
using the last six months of 1932 as a stand- 
ard for the first six months of 1933. 


Radios Newspaper Owned 


AN IMPORTANT FACT in regard to the con- 
trol of radio distribution of news is revealed 
by recent figures showing that, of 600 radio 
stations in the United States, 97 are owned 
by or afhliated with newspapers. Twelve 
more applications for control are before the 
Radio Commission, and new applications are 
coming in at the rate of 1 a week. Besides 
this, of the 14 directors of the American 
Newspaper Publishers Association, 6 own 
radio stations. This points toward a de- 
crease in rivalry between these two news 
distributing agencies. It may also have an 
effect on the future chances for copyright 
legislation, as in the last contest the news- 
papers were in favor of new copyright laws 
and the broadcasting stations were generally 
against it. 


A Guide to Staple Stock 


BooksELLers who have learned to use, to 
their own and to their customers’ advantage, 
the A. L. A. Catalog of 1926 with its 
descriptive notes of 1,000 books will welcome 
the supplement of 3,000 1926-1931 books 
which the Library Association publishes. 

As bookselling moves back toward the 
more representative stocking of staple books, 
these volumes supply a basis for selection. 

What are book buyers beginning to take 
interest in? Travel? This guide to the 
books of the last six years lists about 200 
volumes. Is it books on Germany? Seven 
books are described. Is it India? Ten books 
are listed and differentiated, etc. Are there 
customers who are interested in Interior 
Decoration? Three books out of the six 
years’ production are selected and there are 
six more on the subject of Furniture. The 
titles selected have stood the test of use and 
the descriptions are informative. 

In spite of the current comment that book 
sales are tending away from staple items, we 
believe that, as the tide turns back, the well- 
rounded stock is going to be an important 
element in the program of successful stores.

No PLAGIARISM IS DISCERNIBLE in the mus. 
cal comedy success, “Of Thee I Sing,” it was 
ruled last week by Judge John M. Woolsey 
of the United States District Court, in dis 
missing a suit brought against the author 
producers and publishers of the comedy by 
Walter Lowenfels, expatriate American. M,. 
Lowenfels, who, with E. E. Cumming, 
shared the Richard Aldington Poetry Priz 
for 1931, was the author of a play called 
“U. S. A. With Music,” a bitter satire, from 
which he charged certain scenes in “Of Thee 
I Sing” were taken.

Stalin Denounces Campbell Book 


A SCATHING DENUNCIATION of Thomas D. 
Campbell’s recent book, “Russia: Market or 
Menace?,” which was published by Long. 
mans, Green last April, has been personally 
written by Joseph V. Stalin, Secretary General 


of the Communist Party. It appeared, under 
the title “Mr. Campbell Tells Tales” in the 
December 30 issue of Bolshevik, the All- 
Union Communist Party’s official magazine. - 
In the article Stalin accuses Mr. Campbell of 
writing “sensational misrepresentations de- 
signed to create advertising for the book and 
the author” and denies many details of Mr. 
Campbell’s vérsion of his interview with 
Stalin. Mr. Campbell first went to Russia in 
1928 at the invitation of the Soviet Govern 
ment. In the book he stated that he be 
lieved trade with Russia to be one of the 
best ways to end the industrial depression.

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1931 Book Census Shows Sharp Decline in 
Manufacture; 1932 Believed Even Lower 


Biennial Census of Manufactures Just 
Released Reveals a 25°% Drop in Book 
Production Over Two Years Previous 


A 25°94 DROP IN THE NUMBER Of books 
manufactured in 1931 from the Census of 
two years before is the situation revealed by 
the Census of Manufactures just released by 
the Bureau of Census in Washington. The 
Census of Manufactures was started a num- 
ber of years ago by the government and in 
recent years has been biennial. The Census 
is of books manufactured either by the pub- 
lishers themselves or for the publisher by a 
manufacturing plant, and the survey includes 
all types of books, subdivided by subject ac- 
cording to a system of classification suggested 
by the Publishers’ Association. 

A drop in the total from 211,853,000 to 
154,235,000 in two years is a more startling 
decrease than would have been expected, and, 
if such figures had been available a year ago, 
they might have given a usable forecast of 
the greater difficulties that 1932 was to bring 
out. A tabulation of even numbered years 
is never taken, so no figures will be available 
for this year of lower ebb, but undoubtedly 
the total would be well below the 154,235,- 
ooo, and both figures contain many thou- 
sands of books that were never sold and many 
which are still piled in the windows of drug- 
stores. 

In a survey of Manufactures there is al- 
ways a chance of mistake in classification, but 
it may be expected that the general tenden- 
cies will be accurate. What are the indica- 
tions of tendencies in book buying as shown 
in these records? 

The classification of History showed a 
drop of 70%, bringing it back to the 1925 
hgure; Law showed a drop of 50%, bringing 
it below the 1925 figure; Children’s Books, 
a drop of 40% but still running about even 
with 1925; Fiction a drop of 33°, to a total 
of 19,248,000 as compared to an average of 
31,000,000 a year for the last three censuses; 
P cetry, a drop of 37%; Sociology and Eco- 
nomics, a drop of one-third, but the figute is 
above that of six years ago; Science, a drop 
of 307%; Fine Arts, 23°%%; Biography, 15%; 


Textbooks, 159%. The classification of Text- 
books is by far the largest of the Census, and 
has stayed steadily at an average of about 
75,000,000 to 80,000,000 during the last three 
censuses; in 1931 the figure for Textbooks 
was 65,456,636. 

In the whole list of classifications only one 
was shown to increase, and that, Travel. 
Six years ago 704,000 books were classified as 
Travel; this year there are 2,575,000. 

It is interesting to compare these figures 
with the tendencies in the uumber of new 
titles which the Publishers’ Weekly has just 
totaled for the year 1932, the comparisons 
showing how much smaller the editions be- 
came during the period of depression. Fic- 
tion totals indicate as many new titles and 
new editions as usual, but production went 
down 37%; Travel maintained about the 
same totals as in previous years, though the 
production went up; Children’s Books have 
been showing a drop in the number of new 
titles, as was also indicated in the total 
amount of production; Textbook sales are 
very largely a matter of continuing editions 
and the number of new titles is a compara- 
tively small item. 

In the same Census which counts book 
production there is also a Census of Pam- 
phlets, and in these the number rose be- 
tween 1929 and 1931 from 179,776,408 to 
215,308,232. Of these 24,706,253 are in- 
tended for school use. 


May Massee to Head New Viking 
Juvenile Department 


Tue Vikinc Press announces that with the 
beginning of the new year May Massee, for- 
merly Editor of Doubleday, Doran Junior 
Books, will join the staff as head of its new 
Juvenile Department and start publishing in 
the fall of 1933. The policy of the Viking 
Press in regard to this Juvenile Department 
will be to publish fine books for children of 
all ages, to limit the output to a few care- 
fully chosen titles each year and to try to 
maintain the same high quality standard 
which it has aimed at in the field of adult 
books. 
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Pilon and Hardy Made Officers of 
the French Academy 


Gaston Piton aNd Henri Harpy, the 
French bookbinders, whose studio is in the 
Doubleday, Doran plant at Garden City, 
were recently awarded by the French Consul 
in New York, in behalf of his country, “Les 
Palmes Academique,” which carries with it 
the rank of “officier d’Academie,” the highest 
honor given to naturalized American citizens. 

M. Pilon and M. Hardy are the last of the 
five master craftsmen who came to this 
country in 1922 and founded the French 
Binders through the interest and cooperation 
of Frank N. Doubleday, chairman of the 
board of Doubleday, Doran and Company. 
Their work is to be found in many museums 
and art galleries both in this country and in 
Europe, as well as in the libraries of Morgan, 
Huntington and Robert Hoe and the Spencer 
collection of the New York Public Library. 

Although M. Pilon and M. Hardy do mod- 
ern bindings of their own design, their most 
beautiful work is classic 16th and 17th cen- 
tury designs, with their intricate interweav- 
ings and their beautiful symmetrical patterns. 
One of these is a first edition of the Rubdiyat, 
tooled in gold and inlaid with countless 
pieces of vari-colored leather. Bindings such 
as these take from two to three months for 
their execution. 


U. S. Treasury Department Ap- 
proves George Moore Book 


Georce Moore’s “A Story Teller’s Holiday” 
was recently ordered admissible to the 
United States by the Treasury Department 
after having been barred for two years un- 
der a ruling of the Customs Court, which 
declared it obscene and unfit. The decision 
was made under a new provision of the 
Tariff Act of 1930 which allows the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to admit “so-called 
classics or books of recognized or established 
literary or scientific merit.” This was the 
first decision made under the new provision. 

Although this book was published in this 
country by Horace Liveright in 1928 in a 
limited edition and later reprinted in the 
popular Black and Gold Library, a copy was 
held up by customs officials in 1930. This 
copy which was sent to Paul Bonner, silk 
manufacturer and book collector, was an 
association copy bearing an inscription by 
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the author, and although customs official 
were notified of the fact they proceeded t) 
underscore certain passages and otherwig 
mark up the pages. The Customs Cour 
later placed a ban on the book under the 
obscenity ruling. 

In order to make a test case, the National 
Council on Freedom from Censorship in. 
ported a copy of “A Story Teller’s Holiday’ 
for Ernest Sutherland Bates and advised 
Customs authorities of the fact. When jt 
was held up, the Council’s attorney, Morr 
L. Ernst, appealed to the Secretary of the 
Treasury under the new section of the lav, 
stating that Moore’s reputation as a writer 
and the recognition of the book as a master. 
piece of Irish folklore entitled it to entry, 
The Treasury Department in admitting the 
book stated that there was “considerable evi. 
dence that the book was of literary merit.” 
Alexander Lindley, associated with Mr. Ernst 
in fighting the case, has stated that the No- 
tional Council will bring in another copy of 
the book immediately in order to gain its 
general acceptance by the courts. 


Pulp Magazines Discontinued 


On January Ist twelve magazines well 
known in the pulp field were discontinued 
by their publisher, the Fiction House, Inc, 
New York, John W. Glenister, President. 
This group included such magazines as De. 
tective Book, Air Stories, Frontier Stories, 
Love Romances, etc. The publisher faced 
decreased sales, competition with other forms 
of entertainment and with the magazines 
now for sale in the chain stores, and there 
must also have been a very considerable shift 
of customers to the rental libraries which 
have expanded by leaps and bounds and 
which cater to the same fiction-hungry 
public. 


Rare Book Auction 


Press Booxs, First Editions and Colored 
Plate Books from the library of Philip Hofer, 
curator of the Spencer Collection in the New 
York Public Library and chairman of the 
“Fifty Book” jury this year, will be put up 
for unrestricted public sale at the Ritter 
Hopson Galleries, 45 West 57th Street, New 
York City, on Thursday evening, January 
12th, at 8 o’clock. The books, numbering 
208 items, will be on public exhibition at the 
galleries during the week preceding the salt 
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Printers Negotiate Five-Day Week 


FURTHER DETAILS RELEASED concerning the 
acceptance of an 8% pay cut by the book 
and job printers of New York City show 
that the union accepted the conciliation 
agreement by a vote of 4513 to 1086, in a 
tabulation made of 282 out of the 350 chapels 
of the union. Officials stated that the ratio 
would remain about the same in a complete 
tabulation. 

By the terms of the new agreement the 
workers on the day shift will receive $50 a 
week and the night shift $56. Five days or 
five nights of eight consecutive hours will 
constitute a week’s work for these shifts. 
For the “lobster” shift, five mornings, Tues- 
day to Saturday, of seven hours each, amount 
to a week’s work. According to Austin 
Hewson this was the first time the five-day 
week had been negotiated by the local of an 
international union. It is expected that the 
reduction of hours will aid in reducing un- 
employment as the volume of printing in- 
creases. 


Macrae Claims Technocracy Has 
Borrowed from Dutton Book 


FoLLOWING PUBLICATION of the article 
written for the January issue of Harper’s 
Magazine by Howard Scott, leader of the 
Technocracy movement here, John Macrae, 
president of E. P. Dutton & Co., has released 
an open letter in which he charges that Mr. 
Scott made copious use of a book, “Wealth 
Virtual Wealth and Debt,” written by Pro- 
fessor Frederick Soddy and published by 
Dutton in 1926, without giving any credit 
whatever to the author. 

In his letter to Mr. Scott, Mr. Macrae 
states: “I am surprised to find that you have 
not only borrowed Professor Soddy’s idea, 
but that you have, with slight changes, con- 
densed a whole chapter for part of your 
article, rewritten sections, borrowed illustra- 
tions and quotations to prove the points in 
the same fashion, and without giving the 
public credit due to the distinguished scien- 
tist who originated those ideas and first pub- 
lished them.” Mr. Macrae then lists in some 
detail the apparent similarities between Pro- 
fessor Soddy’s book and Mr. Scott’s article. 

Although Mr. Scott did not reply person- 
ally to Mr. Macrae, his statement to the 
newspapers, through a representative, was 
that he was sure there was no plagiarism.

CHRISTMAS SALES AVERAGED 25 per cent be- 
low last year, there were practically no run- 
away books, and the last nine days were the 
only ones in which there was any consid- 
erable increase in business. This we gleaned 
from a rapid tour of New York bookshops 
last week. The best sellers were the books 
which were generally expected to sell and 
the public, as we noted two weeks ago, gave 
an exceptionally cold shoulder to fiction titles. 


Early returns indicate that “Van Loon’s 
Geography,” “Sherman; Fighting Prophet,” 
“The Scottish Queen,” “The Odyssey,” “Our 
Times,” “The March of Democracy,” and 
“Titans of Literature” generally led non-fic- 
tion sales. In certain shops we found there 
was a very good sale for Norman Bel Geddes’ 
“Horizons,” and in others “Eat, Drink and 
Be Merry in Maryland” found many friends. 
Parents and relatives bought the Pop-Up 
books, “Ola” and Mickey Mouse books for 
lucky youngsters, and those who bought fic- 
tion looked with favor on Pearl Buck’s books, 
“The Narrow Corner,” “Flowering Wilder- 
ness” and “The Sheltered Life.” 





In all the shops we visited we were par. 
ticularly impressed with the cleanness of the 
stock. Inventories this year, if we judg 
correctly, will hit an all-time low—one ep. 
couraging note in an otherwise discouraging 
year. It means, of course, that bookseller; 
will be in good shape to handle the spring 
books, and that they won’t have to worry 
about a lot of unsold left-overs. Several shops 
were elated over the sale of “plugs” and ol 
stock during Christmas week. “They even 
asked for them!” one bookseller told us.

One of Miss McManis’s best customers, 
who usually gives biographies to his friends, 
concentrated this year on business books, 
books on the changing social order and on 
the depression. It’s indicative of the trend. 


Two items of humor: Longmans, Greer, 
publishers of William James’ “The Varieties 
of Religious Experience,” got an order from 
a skeptical bookseller for “The Vanities of 
Religious Expenses,” and the First Arcade 
Book Shop in Saint Paul discovered that the 
customer who insisted on the New Hoover 
book that was being so extensively advertised 
really referred to “God’s Angry Man.”

Printing Methods and Publishing Tactics 


Many Forms of Books are Being Printed in Other Ways than by 
Letter-Press, as New Methods of Printing are Being Developed

FROM THE POINT OF VIEW of the book pub- 
lisher, letter-press is really a rather unsatis- 
factory way of printing books. Even though 
it is the least of the evils that surround him 
in the way of printing processes, and is cer- 


} tainly the most familiar, yet his discontent is 


evidenced by the fact that a good many 
books have appeared recently, printed by 
other methods. 

Here are some examples of this departure 
from the old method and also suggestions as 
to the reason for the departure. “The Story 
of San Michele,” published by Dutton, was 
printed by offset. The book was first im- 
ported from England ready printed; when it 
showed signs of selling it was reprinted by 
offset. By photographing the sheets on hand, 
the publisher avoided the cost of resetting or 
the delay resulting from importing plates 
trom abroad. “The Art of Whistler” in the 
Modern Library series is printed, both text 
and pictures, by the Aquatone process. The 
use of this process gave the publisher the ad- 
vantage of a soft and agreeable reproduction 


_for the pictures in the book and at the same 


time saved him the cost of inserting them. 
Little Henry and the Tiger,” published by 
Harper’s, a thin child’s book full of colored 
pictures, is printed by photo-gelatin from a 
screenless plate. The publisher here avoided 
the high cost of four color, half-tone, process 
plates and also the expense of making them 
ready on a letter-press press. “Little Henry 


and the Tiger” is a rather charming book 
that might well not have been published if it 
had not been for the possibility of escaping 
from the limitations of the letter-press proc- 
ess. “Peggy and Peter” is another example 
of children’s book that could not have been 
successfully published without recourse to a 
method of printing other than letter-press. 
The book was published by Farrar and 
Rinehart. It is printed by rotogravure and 
is entirely dependent, for its effect, on the 
soft depth which only intaglio printing can 
give. The inserted illustrations in “Only 
Yesterday” are printed in Aquatone, prob- 
ably not because of any advantage in cost, 
but because the publisher, Harper’s, wanted 
to get away from the mechanical look of 
half-tones on a highly finished paper. The 
illustrations for “Beveridge and the Progres- 
sive Era” published by Houghton Mifflin 
were printed on a sheet fed rotogravure 
press. They demonstrate another escape 
from letter-press, an escape achieved prob- 
ably at no extra cost to the publisher. The 
illustrations for the “Sportsman’s Scrap- 
book,”—a Fifty-Best-Books selection of some 
years ago published by Houghton Mifflin— 
are still another kind of illustration that the 
photo-engraving plant cannot adequately re- 
produce. The illustrations are very delicate 
pencil drawings. The book was printed by 
aquatone, text and illustration together. 
Now when you stop to consider these de- 
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partures from the letter-press plant, you see 
that what caused them was a weakness not 
in the letter-press method itself, but in the 
photo-engraving industry which is of course 
inevitably tied up with letter-press printing. 
The difficulty is, in fact, that of hitching a 
camera to a letter-press press. 

On exactly this difficulty, the firm of Ed- 
wards Bros., of Ann Arbor, litho-printers and 
publishers, have built a thriving business. 
This firm specializes in making bound offset 
reproductions of typewritten manuscripts. 
The work is done photographically and be- 
cause of the ease of making offset plates from 
photographic negatives Edwards Brothers 
are able to doa kind of publishing that the 
ordinary publisher wouldn’t (and doesn’t) 
think of. Edwards Brothers offers to an 
author, a small edition of his manuscript at a 
very low price. Thus a teacher can put his 
own text in the hands of his class without 
expense to himself, because the class can pay 
for the edition. The students also are con- 


tent with this arrangement because the offset 
book, in all, probability, costs less than a 
regular textbook. The author, or occasion- 
ally the offset printer-publisher, finances the 
edition, selling it year after year to the 


author’s class—as sure and steady a market 
as any publisher could wish. 

Edwards Brothers were the pioneers in 
this field, but they are by no means alone 
in it. Other offset printers in different parts 
of the country are going in for the same 
thing. Below is a scale of prices which an 
offset printer-publisher might offer.

The firm of Spalding Moss and Co. of 


Boston, offset printers, were responsible for 
the publication of no less than seventy-five 
books during the three summer months of 
1932. Some of these were trade manuals, of 
no importance in the publishing field, but 
fully half were published for colleges and 
therefore will have a distinct effect on the 
college textbook market. There are about 
five hundred books published every year in 
the college textbook field. These books 
could not but cut into the field of the regular 
publisher. The regular publisher suffers 


from this competition for the simple reason 
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that the whole scheme of the publishing 
world is based on the supposition that books 
are printed by letter-press with a high initial 
cost for composition and plates, not by offset 
from photographic negatives. 

Certainly the use of these many new 
processes in the making of books is a chal. 
lenge to the book printer and a warning to 
the publisher to wake up and look about, 
It is quite obvious that the publisher closely 
affliated with a letter-press plant will look 
at the situation with more concern than the 
publisher who is not. It is clear, too, that 
the question has two aspects: first, the effect 
of the new competition on book manufactur. 
ing as such, and, second, the effect of the 
new kinds of printing on publishing meth. 
ods. Any publisher must consider the 
second of these aspects; the publisher having 
an interest in a letter-press establishment 
must also consider the first. I begin with 
him. 

The gelatin printer and the offset printer 
are dividing the children’s picture book field 
(the rotary gelatin press is particularly well 
adapted to this work, especially where runs 
are short, though it is very new in the book 
printing field). Sheet fed rotogravure and 
aquatone are getting black and white work 
and sooner or later will do very well with 
the better class of color work. The offset 
printer is also getting reprint work where 
resetting would otherwise be necessary, and 
there is also the offset printer-publisher. All 
these things are straws in an ever increasing 
wind. But even though the wind be in 
creasing it seems as if it could not be fatal 
to the letter-press scheme of things not at 
least without the advent of further modific~ 
tions in printing machinery. Type setting 
machinery was made for use with relief 
printing apparatus. To get type onto 4 
planographic plate involves several extra 
steps and this is likewise true of the roto 
gravure process, which at its best is rather 
unsatisfactory for type. Furthermore the let 
ter-press printer can get better results on the 
cheaper grades of paper. For straightaway 
printing he seems safe even if he has los 
his grip on the stunt books. He is safe, the 
next question is will he continue to be so! 

Speaking very roughly indeed, new print 
ing processes and for that matter old ones 
seem to go through four stages: (1) invet 
tion; (2) perfection in Europe for slow spe 
high grade work; (3) speeding up mechanr 
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zation and introduction into America (where 
labor costs are high) for use in quantity 
commercial and news printing; and finally 
(4) slowing down of the perfected mechan- 
ized process for use on short-run work of all 
kinds, and this is where the American book 
publisher comes in. Because the book pub- 
lisher is relatively more important on the 
continent and because labor is cheap there, 
while the exact reverse is true in this coun- 
try; this course is a natural one. In other 
words each process has followed the line of 
greatest profit. This course is of importance 
to the American book publisher because it 
gives him ample warning of changes which 
are about to occur in his trade. Planographic 
printing, both gelatin and offset and also 
intaglio printing, all went through these 
stages and are now being used by American 
book publishers. (The original unmechan- 
ized processes are also in use, but the high 
cost of American labor definitely limits their 
scope. ) 

Let us then look at this current develop- 
ment of printing machinery in Europe. 

The most obvious transformation which 
printing has to go through and toward 
which, I think, printers look with apprehen- 
sion, is the perfection of the photo-composing 
machine. The development of the photo- 
composing machine in Europe is apparently 
being paralleled by the invention of a ma- 
chine which—after an intaglio plate made of 
gelatin from an ordinary wet plate negative 
has been made—will spray molten metal into 
this matrix so as to form a crust which can 
be peeled off and backed like an ordinary 
electro. This means that the difficulty of 
harnessing a camera to a letter-press is being 
overcome at just the moment when compos- 
ing is about to be done photographically and 
thus for the letter-press printer the threat of 
photo-composing loses its impressiveness. 
He will be no more handicapped than the 
offset printer and will be better off relatively 
in the matter of hitching a camera to his 
press, 

Furthermore the various photo-composing 
machines are still imperfect and are sure to 
be costly when finally put on the market. 
For this reason they will be only slowly in- 
stalled and competition from them will be 
so gradual as to be almost painless. The 
whole development seems far away and not 
very terrifying anyway. 

Of more immediate importance, I think, 
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is a device brought out by the Rotoprint 
company and now on sale in Engand. The 
Rotoprint scheme is to run a thin sheet of 
metal through a letter-press press (which 
has a special bed and rollers) inked up with 
greasy lithographic ink, then to back the 
plate with a sheet of zinc thus making it into 
an ordinary offset plate and thereafter etch, 
ing and finishing the plate in the usual way, 
It seems quite possible that the making of 
offset plates from type in this way might be 
a less expensive matter than the making of 
stereos. Now what keeps the letter-press and 
offset processes apart is that one is best 
adapted to use with composing machinery 
and the other to use with a camera. The 
photo-composing machinery as it is now de. 
veloping, appears to be going to make the 
camera more available for the letter-press 
printer eventually; the Rotoprint device, on 
the other hand, seems to make composing 
machinery available to offset printers now, 
The question, then, reduces itself to one of 
running costs, with the plant expense slightly 
in favor of the offset printer. 

The indications with regard to running 
cost are that books which contain half-tone 
illustrations in the text and which are to be 
run in fairly small editions, say under ten 
thousand, will cost less when printed by of- 
set. Such books form quite a respectable part 
of the work of the textbook publishers’ letter- 
press plant. The present then is cleat 
enough as regards the manufacturing aspects 
of the new competition, but the future is not 
wholly bright. A cautious publisher might 
begin to wonder what if anything he can do 
about his affiliation with a letter-press estab- 
lishment. Before making an answer, he 
turns to the other aspect of the question. Are 
all publishers, whether linked to letter-press 
establishments or not, going to have to make 
a change? What is the effect of all this on 
future publishing methods? 

Every general publisher with a textbook 
department is watching the offset job-pub- 
lisher fill classes with offset typewritten 
books which would otherwise be using regu: 
larly published texts. Yet, since the profit 
involved in this job-publishing is essentially 
a manufacturing profit, not a_ publishing 
profit, it does not seem a field for the regu" 
lation publisher to enter. . 

It is the exercise of editorial judgment and 
the scope of his machinery for distribution 
that makes the difference between the legit 
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mate publisher and the job publisher. It is 
this fact that makes the publisher’s profit 
both possible and necessary. The only way 
to make job publishing of the sort that Ed- 
wards Brothers is doing, profitable for the 
legitimate publisher, is to inject into it an 
element of publishing discrimination. This, 
it ought to be possible to do, The result 
being a half-way stage between*the two. In 
considering an author the job-publisher will 
look only at the man’s bank account; the 
regular publisher (in theory, at least) only at 
his ability as an author; a job publishing de- 
partment, organized by a regular publisher, 
would look at both. 

If you consider for a moment that the 
ordinary textbook publisher will want to set 
up a job-publishing department and consider 
how he should go about it; you will see that 
the material lies ready to his hand. He is in 
a better position than his offset printer rival. 
His scholarly reputation is built up; his con- 
tacts with the academic world are made. He 
needs simply to add to his idea of publish- 
able manuscripts, a new class of manuscript: 
those which are by promising men, but are 
of too experimental or specialized a character 
for ordinary publication. These manuscripts 
the publisher would now expect to publish 
on a basis similar to that on which the job- 
publisher works, and no doubt the publisher 
would employ an offset printer for this work 
who was also publishing manuscripts for 
other authors direct. For the general pub- 
lisher, unattached to a letter-press establish- 
ment, this would be only a routine task. 

A job department would be of consider- 
able service to the publisher. It would give 
him a laboratory in which to try out manu- 
scripts which seemed of doubtful practicabil- 
ity; it would keep him in touch with the new- 
est ideas in education and give him an ad- 
vantage over other publishers who did not 
have job departments; it would give him a 
chance to revise new basic texts before formal 
publication and yet after actual use in the 
class-room; it would give him advance copies 
of certain new books which could be used in 
sounding out the field on a much larger scale 
than is usually possible. In fact it would be a 
self-supporting experimental department. 

These advantages seem to me sufficient to 
warrant the regular publisher in going into 
the field, especially since the experiment in- 
volves no risking of money. This in spite 
of the fact that job-publishing is in essence a 
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limitation on regular publishing. If it is worth 
while for the regular publisher to go into job. 
publishing for the sake of the by-products 
that it brings then it is doubly worth while 
for the publisher attached to a letter-press ¢s. 
tablishment to do so. This letter-press pub. 
lisher would begin exactly as the publisher 
unattached to a relief printing plant would 
begin, but as soon as he had built a suff. 
ciently steady flow of work (which would 
naturally be swelled by a certain amount of 
his advertising work) to keep two small of. 
set presses busy, he would install one press in 
his plxnt keeping the overflow with the origi 
nal offset printer, who did his work. 

The risk of installing a small plant in this 
way would be slight, the advantages to the 
publisher-printer might be very great. There 
would be, first, the advantages that I have 
mentioned that any textbook publisher would 
derive from a job department, and there 
would be second, for the publisher’s printing 
establishment, the great advantage of thus be. 
coming familiar with the new field which js 
giving such sharp competition in so many 
ways, and which promises to give more yet. 
It would be wise for the publisher-printer 
to get some of his eggs out of the letter-press 
basket. The publisher of trade books has 
much ahead of him in the use of new 
processes of the offset or gelatin type; the 
textbook publisher has an immediate need 
of estimating the effect on his plans of the 
experimental use of the new press work.

many bookmakers of our acquaintance had 
agreed was especially well done, “the binding 
is pretty horrible.” 

Something was wrong here. If we are 
going to try to make the public conscious of 
the appearance of a book, we must take their 
adverse criticism as well as their praise, but 
obviously something is askew when a book 
which designers think is top-notch is re- 
jected by the laity. 

The first snow came and election passed 
and finally we got around to writing the 


reviewer to ask why the binding was hor. 
rible. In our innocence, we asked him 
whether perhaps, he had been given a copy 
of the English edition to review: his answer 
is sufficiently challenging to be put down. 

“I am glad you wrote me because |’ 
hoped that the publishers might see that re. 
view. I reviewed the American edition. My 
criticism was based on the fact that the 
volume was much too loud in appearance, 
I’ve loaned it since, and haven’t it here be. 
fore me. But as I recall, there were some 
gold bands on it, and the primary effect was 
of too much garish brilliance. Perhaps I’m 
prejudiced. I’ve always regretted that 
American publishers in general lack the taste 
in bookmaking which the English have. We 
are constantly seeking to do something 
startling, and we so often end in merely be. 
ing gauche. I’m not a carping Anglophile. | 
mean it. Show me an American book (and 
not at the price even) equal in appearance 
to the Cambridge Press edition of the selec. 
tions from Cecil Torr’s ‘Small Talk at Wrey- 
land.’ Take a simple book like the Faber 
and Faber edition of Korostovetz’ ‘Seed and 
Harvest’ or of Sassoon’s ‘Memoirs of a Fox 
Hunting Man.’ Show me an edition (again 
at any price) equal to the 3/6 edition of Lo 
gan Pearsall Smith’s ‘Trivia’ (Constable). 

“It is a hard fact to book lovers that we 
can’t do a thing simply and well. Take the 
case of the interesting ‘Journals of Arnold 
Bennett.’ I hope to have them all some day. 
But I shall buy the neat English edition. 
Why? Because a series of gold-striped shelf- 
backs haven’t a tithe of the beauty of simple 
balloon cloth and a paper label. Compare 
Harper’s $4.00 edition of H. M. Tomlinson’ 
‘Out of Soundings,’ a fat, over-sized heavy 
volume (as I said once in the Adlantic) with 
the regular English edition in a simple greef 
binding. Surely you wouldn’t hesitate om 
which is better.

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STEPS IN TYPE DESIGN 


FITTING 


T is not enough that an individual letter be well 

proportioned in itself, it must get along harmo- 
niously with its neighbors; and so the next step after 
the initial letter design is to try out the letters in rela- 
tion to all the other letters that may come before and 
after them. Lines and paragraphs are set, in which each 
letter appears in all its probable combinations. 

This first proof will invariably show irregularities 
in pattern, some combinations of letters will fit too 
closely and show a dark spot, other combinations will 
be loose and pale. So there begins a period of adjust- 
ment which may take weeks or even months. The 
Linotype system does not set up any arbitrary widths 
for the various letters, the width of each individual 
matrix can be freely altered, and is governed only by 
the design of the letter and the amount of white space 
needed on each side of the letter. 

Space in units of quarter-thousandths of an inch is 
added or subtracted on one side of the letter or both 
sides and the combinations tried again. Over and over 
again this process is repeated until the letters show an 
even color and agreeable texture. Mergenthaler Lino-

it? The curious part is that we often offend 
most on taking over English sheets, or on 
bringing out a straight American edition of 
some English book. The Dutton’s Milnes, 
the Doubleday Huxleys, the Longmans 
(American), E. F. Bensons, the Doubleday 
Rebecca Wests (Notably “This Strange Ne- 
cessity’) are inferior to their English counter- 
parts. 

“This is a semi-tirade letter, and you may 
not agree. My point is: let’s do at least as 
well as the English in simple effects before 
we cut loose with too much gold braid and 
tinsel.” 

Here is food for thought as well as argu- 
ment. It is not enough to banish British 
books with the one word “dull.” We are 
preparing an answer to the reviewer and 
will welcome ammunition. We stopped in 
at our favorite bookshop, the Doubleday 
Shop at the Barclay, on our way home (it 
has easy chairs and is open till midnight) 
and found three books which could hold 
their own against the English product. “Nine 
Plays” by Eugene O’Neill (Liveright) is a 
readable compact book of 867 pages, bound 
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in dark blue buckram with bevelled board; 


The front matter has a color of an unusual 
hue—brown—used for a border on the tit 
page, and for headings on other pages in the 
preliminaries. A solid, respectable book, 
graceful in spite of its bulk. “The Scottish

The 
headings are in an old English letter, and 
the folios are set out in the margins in a way 
often fondly wished for by book planners, 
but prohibited by expense. We hope als 
that our reviewing friend has seen a copy 
of “John Dryden” by T. S. Eliot (Terence 
and Elsa Holliday), as neatly planned and 
printed a little book as ever came from 
Albion’s shores. 


Book Cloth Standardized 


EIGHT THOUSAND was the number of colors 
in which the Du Pont organization offered 
to supply or produce their pyroxylin coated 
cloths; then, by checking sales and demands 
and standardizing on the best colors, they 
brought down the range to be carried and 
lowered the prices to fit wider needs as was 
possible with this concentration on staples. 

Their experiment has been an interesting 
contribution toward standardizing produc 
tion, a subject which is being discussed 
among bookmakers. The cloths used for 
binding are made standard width by the 
mills where the gray goods are prepared but 
in the prepared cloths there is a wide di 
vergence of colors and finish. The range 
Du Pont worked out covers 208 colors. In 
actual sales 100 colors supply 98% of the 
demand and 20 colors supply 80% of the 
demand. The colors most in demand at 
used in the popular priced cloths, and thus 
in one grade there are 12 colors, in 2 dit 
ferent textures, or 24 varieties; in the nett 
grade, 15 different colors with 7 textures, 0 
105 varieties; in the next group, 16 different 
colors, 10 different textures, 160 varietics 
Any one of the staple cloths can be treated 
in many different ways with dies or ink, and 
so the designer has wide scope for his taste 
At the same time, if, as a producer, he keeps 
his demand within the most popular rang‘ 
of staples and avoids the premium patter 
which have to be made in smaller quantitit 
and necessarily at greater cost, there a 
economies that accrue to him.
